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Report of the State Treasurer. 



I herewith publish my third annual report, as provided in Article VIII, 
Section 6, of the State Constitution. 

The balances in the Treasury on January 9th. 1907, were, to the credit 
of the 

General Fund $61,842.46 

School Fund 16,206.32 

Sinking Fund ' 9,649.36

The balances in the Treasury on January 14th, 1908, are, to the credit

The balances now in hand are larger than have appeared at the cor- 
responding period for several years, and are in a large measure due to the 
legislation enacted by the^ last, Geti^al Assembly, providing for increased 
receipts fi'0^^/s^vlefatsfc>ur4pes*,-ja8 wilt, ^appdar- i^om an examination of the 
tabulated 'portion oi*thisrfeik)rt. ' Of the total of $21,480.72 remaining as a 
balance in the Sehool f)iti&, the siiny oi ^^5,000.00 belongs to the perman- 
ent investment fund ,^ fja be^i^iyesjted^m ^uch .manner as the Ivegislature may 
direct, it being the sum that wajs repaid, by Sussex county some years ago 
and inadvertently ]p)lacte9,Mdi©teeHjbral Fund. 

Of the balance of $20,662.06 in the Sinking Fund, the sum of $5,793.17 
js the net premium paid upon the issue of bonds for $250,000.00, issued 
under date of June 1st, 1907, in order to provide for the payment of out- 
standing bonds for a like sum at maturity. 

Among the chief sources of revenue for the year were the fees from 
the operation of the General Corporation I^aw and the taxes from the 
operation of the Franchise Tax Ivaw. The total of receipts from these 
sources was $152,807.85. Of this sum $109,819.44 came from Franchise 
Taxes, the largest sum ever received from this source during any one year, 
and $42,988.41 from Corporation Fees, a sum less by $2,755.36 than the 
corporation fees for the preceding year. It should be noted that the fall- 
ing off occurred during the months of November and December, after the

beginning of the business depression. As compared with the correspond- 
ing months of 1906, the receipts for November and December, 1907, were 
$6,048.00 less, very plainly indicating the extreme sensitiveness of this 
source of income to any change in business conditions. 

The law providihg for the rfeglstratibn of autdmooiles and the licensing 
of operators resulted in the sum of $1,586.00 in fees coming to the State 
Treasury. 

The Legislature at its last session provided for three separate bond 
issues; one for $250,000.00 with which to provide for the payment of out- 
standing bbnd^, referred to abbve, fitt maturity; one ifor $40,000 'v^dth which 
to erect new buildings and make certain iniprovenients at Fai^rihurst, and 
one for $20,000 with which to purchase an experimental farm, making a 
total of bonds of a par value of $310,000.00, all bearing interest at the rate 
of four per cent. These bonds were all sold at a good premium. 

The first of these issues to be offered was that for $250,000.00, bids for 
which were opened May 1st, 1907. It was found that net result of the sale 
was $255,793.17. As the statute providing for this issue, also provided that 
all moneys received from the sale of these bonds were specially pledged to 
the payment of the State debts, the balance after payment of bonds then 
maturing, was placed in the Sinking Fund, as already explained, to be 
used as the statute provides. 

The issue for $40,000.00, to provide for improvements at Farnhurst, 
was sold for $40,053.20, of which, under the statute, the sum of $40,000.00 
was set apart for said improvements. The balance of $53.20 remains in 
the Treasury to be disposed of according to the law.

Upon advise of the Attofne5'-Gfe\lei«', •tfie'suih <>f ft, OOO. 00 received 
from the People's Railway Company „*j^ji gjiawjijej Kie^sit for the exten- 
sion of their lines, was not placed m Jfi(ej»*^eriy^^r5unfi, but a special ac- 
count was opened, and this monfey was deposited to my credit as State 
Treasurer, Custodian for the People's Railway Company, and so remains 
awaiting proof of the completion of the extention.
